INTERESTS THE WEST 


More About Implemente—Differences 
In Retail! Cash Prices Slight 
Here and in States 


After the budget speech {s made 
by the Finance Minister all the items 
that affect the revenue of the country 
have to be considered in committee 
of the. whole when an opportunity is 
afforded to members to discuss the 
changes, more or less free from party 
bias. os 

On April 80th, in reply to the ques- 
tions of Mr. A. K, MacLean, member 
from Halifax, and Mr, BE, W. Nesbitt, 
member from North Oxford, Hon. Mr. 
‘White, Minister of Finance submitted 
the following information with respect 
to freight charges:— 

“I have looked very carefully into 
the question of freight charges. For 
@ period of over a year and a half 
or two years I have been giving very 
full and careful consideration to the 
question of the duty upon agricultural 
implements. In view of the statement 
made here the other night by my hon, 
friend from Assiniboia (Mr. Turriff), 
with regard to the rates on binders 
at Mirneapolis, I desire to place upon 
‘Hansard’ for the information of the 
House, a statement as to the differ- 
ence between the freight rates from 
Chicago to Canadian points and to 
American points opposite Canadian 
points, and from Toronto or Hamilton 
to points in the Northwest. 

“I find that the freight charges upon 
an eighf-foot binder are as follows:

“I looked into the question and | 
found that the Canadian manufactur- 
er, speaking generally, is at a dis- 
advantage compared with his Ameri- 
can competitcr so far ns freight rates 
are concerned. The rates from Hamil- 
ton to Winnipeg district, because the 
Northwest is divided into districts for 
the purpose of selling agricultural im- 
plements, are higher than rates from 
Chicago to points in which they are 
in competition with the manufacturers 
here. The Canadian manufacturer 
bas two disadvantages. The first Is 
that his cost of production is higher 
than the cost of production in Chicago 
or other American points, for the rea- 
gon that as the House is aware, the 
cost of production is in inverse -ratlo 
to tonnage; the greater the tonnage, 
the lower the cost of production, | 

Cost of Production 

“I do not wish to discuss this mat- 
ter in a political’ way but rather in an 
economic or business way, The In- 
ternational Harvester Company has an 
establishment in Hamilton, The tan- 
gible property in Canada Of that con- 
cern amounts to about $4,000,000. It 
has a very large plant in Chicago. 
We looked very carefully into the 
question of the cost of production at 
Mamilton and at Chicago and found 
a very substantial difference in favor 
of Chicago by reason of the greater 
tonnage turned out here, Speaking 
from recollection, the difference was 
either $7 or $9 upon an eight-foot 
binder, 

“IT sent a representative from my 
office to look into the factory cost in 
both places. In addition to that, as 
long ago as December, 1912, I asked 
the Commissioner of Customs’ to send 
a representative to our Canadian 
manufacturers of agricultural®imple- 
ments and to those engaged in the 
business in the United States, and 
also to their agents along the border, 
with a view to asc@ftaining as accur- 
ately as possible the difference in the 
selling price of agricultural imple- 
ments on either side of the line, 
That report was made, It contains 
a good deal of matter that is con- 
fidential, and necessarily so, because 
eur agent was given access to the

“The comparative figures which 1 
have given are in each case for an 
eight-foot binder; I understand that 
the Canadian machine, at the price 
which I have mentioned, carries an 
extra knife and certain other equip- 
ment valued at $7, which is not car- 
ried by the American binder. In an- 
swer to inquiries made, telegrams 
have been received from the follow- 
ing firms in North Dakota, stating 
the ‘cash retail selling price of eight- 
foot binders: Lewis and Durocher, St. 
John, $165; Aitkens and Lea, Rock- 
lake, $1655; D. G. MelIntosh, St. 
Thomas, $156; Hazelet* and Naismith, 
Sarles, $160.” 

Mr. McCoig, the Liberal member 
for West Kent, brought out the fact 
that the eight-foot binders, on which 
prices were quoted at different points 
in Canada and the United States, had 
different attachments, He said that 
the Chicago firms for their American 
trade supplied bindera with only one 
knife, whereas the Canadian manu- 
facturer supplies an extra knife, the 
difference in value, in favor of the 
Canadian implement, being $7.00. 


THE FLAX INDUSTRY. 


Enormous Hidden Aseet—Efforts Made 
to Secure Bounty For Canadian Fiax 

While’ the Government did not de- 
cide to grant a bounty to the flax 
industry at the present session, it has 
been inferred iu certain quarters, 
from the tone of the Finance Minis. 
ter’s remarks on the question, that 
there is some probability that the 
Government will come to the assist- 
ance of: this induetry in the near 
future, 

Hon, Mr. White, Minister of Fin: 
ance, said in part: “There has been 
placed before us recently the question 
of the development in Canada of flax 
fibre production, I think that the de- 
velopment of the industry of flax fib-e 
production would be of great advan- 
tage to certain parts of Canada .-. . 
it is our intention to look fully into 
the matter and see whether . a 
reasonable bounty would have the 
effect of contributing to its iustitu- 
tion and-development.”

An Absolute Vacuum 

What would seem to be an absolute 
vacuum may be produced in an ex- 
tremely simple manner. There is em- 
ployed a test tube (a tube of glass 
closed at one end), which in this par- 
ticular case mus‘ be composed of a 
kind of glass that melts only at a 
very high temperature. Into the tube is 
poured molten glass of another kind 
which melts at a comparatively low. 
temperature. When the latter has 
cooled, thus forming a solid mass com- 
pletely filling the tube, a suction pump 
is attached to the open end of the 
tube, and heat {fs then applied until 
the softer glass inside is again melt- 
ed. The next ste» is to withdraw the 
molten glass by means of the pump, 
enough being left to close the end of 
the tube completely, when it is’ allows 
ed to cool once more. As no air can 
enter the space left vacant by tle 
withdrawal of the molten mass, a per- 
fect vacuum, it is believed, is produced 
there.—St. Louis Republic.

The award of the American and 
British Claims Tribunal at Washing- 
ton, the other day, for the illegal 
seizure of the Canadian vessel, Lord 
Nelson, in 1812, granting the owner's 
heirs $5,000, with 95 years’ interest at 
4 per cent. proves once again that 
fiction has to “go some” to beat out 
truth. Singulerly enough, the motto 
of the Crooks family concerned is 
“Perseverando” and the family, claim 
has been urged at Washington  in- 
teymittently but perseveringly ever 
site the war, which really began 
with the Ylegal seizure alluded to. 
The belated judgment, which at last 
has been given, nets the Crooks’ heirs 
$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 un- 
der which they secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent. though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en- 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is not known at present wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. James Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—-wil) elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the Nor.h- 
ern District of New York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at.

In the mcantime, however,” Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscoad- 
ed with all the court funds; this waa 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of

DEMANDED IN TAXES 


THE RICH MAN IN ENGLAND 
MUST CONTRIBUTE HEAVILY 
TO TREASURY 
This Calculation Has Been Made by 
Sir William Lever—He Likes the 
Idea, However, and Thinks’ That the 
System of Beitish Taxation is Ideal. 


Under tiie new scheme of taxation 
introduced by David Lioyd-George, 
chancellor of the exehequer, in his 
budget for 1915-16, a man having an 
income from a capital of five mililon 


| dollars will have, to pay one-third of 
| his income in taxes. 


In the first place he has to pay 28 
cents on every five dollars in income 
tax; then he has to pay a similar 
amount in supei-tax, and when he 
dies one vollar on every five of what 
is left has to be paid for death and 
estate dutics. The total is figured at 
just one-third of the income. 

This calculation has been made by 
Sir William Lever, one of the mil- 
lionaires who will lave to pay, but 
who does not object. 

“I like it,” he seid. -“In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local, and imperial is through the in- 
tax, the  super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxtries, such as al- 
cohol, tovecco, ets. Everything eise 


free.” 
While Lloyd-George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of 


taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy” 
have to pay the lion's share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. H's taxation of site values 
is based or the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while he has gone 
to the American income tax law. for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pa) its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, the government 
lnder the old law did not touch It. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
jof British subjects resident in the 
| United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue. These foreign 
|investments are estimated at over a 
billion and a haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes to secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next year. The revenue from 
income tax and death duties this year 
will amount to so:nething like $44,000,- 
000. 

In spite of these increases, Sir Geo. 
Paish, editor of the Statist, says the 
burden of taxation 1s much smaller 
than it has been in modern history. 
In 1880, when the expenditure came 
to $41,000,000, it was raised out of a 
national income of five billion doilars. 
Now the national income reaches the 
enormous total of $12,000,000,000 so 
it can easily stand the increased ex- 


penditure. Sir George argues that 
ee Hale ean bear still greater in- 
creases in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again 


double in another thirty years. When 
it reaches twenty-five billion dollars 
and I have no doubt thet it will 
within a generation, a budget of two
